[the land below that level for general 
| purposes. It is anticipated that below 
| the -seventeen foot level the land will 
| ater for 'a sufficient 
Portion of tht time to prevent its gen- 
eral use. If the lake bottom farther 
out, that is below the seventeen foot 
level, is such that the land can be per- 
manently reclaimed, sale of it by the 
state is conditioned on a pledge by 
the purchaser that he will reclaim the 
ke bottom by means satisfactory to 
the drainage bogrd, and such reclaim- 
ing is a condition pf the sale. The 
purchaser must make improvements or 
a cloud rests on his title. ‘To require 
every purchaser to buy at a fourteen 
foot level or at any other extreme low 
level might put hardship ‘on, those who 
could not buy out so far.

T. A. Brown of DeLand, farm dem- 
onstration agent of “Volusia county, 
has returned home after a two weeks 
Stay_on the east coast and in the Ev- 
érglades where he inspected plantings 
of 'gladioli and other bulbs and gave 
out information to all persans who 
showed interest / There is said to be 
a national shoftage of more than 50,- 
000,000 narcissus bulbs due to an em- 
bargo placed on importations, and a 
movement to develop’ a bulb industry 
in Florida is being led by the Florida 
State Bulb Growefs Association, of 
which A. C. Haynes of, DeLand is 
president. As Mr. Brown is the coun- 
ty agent in that county, he used his 
two weeks vacation to see what was 
being done in the bulb lind at other 
points in the state.

The extension of the Everglades dis- 
trict to tidewater in the Atlantic ocean 
coptemplated-will go far to r 
iming the present Everglades, ‘dis- 
trict, while the extension of the drain- 
district’ to include the KYssimmee 
river Watershed as suggested in my let- 
ter of July 23 wilt afford ample security 
for an additional bond issue to com- 
plete thg necessary ` state drainage 
canals tO reclaim the entire area, par- 
ticularly if the trustees will, as soon at 
possible, abolish the present extrava- 
gant contract systeni and own and op- 
erate theif own equipment, as recom- 
mended by the Randolph report, a sys- 
tem inaugurated by Governor Brow- 
ard and as shown by the records of the 
trustees.to have been far less costly. 

This was changed- to the “contract 
system” under the administration of J. 
O. Wright, as chief engineer,- which 
has practically doubled the cost of ex- 
cavation and has not cut the canals to 
grade through the rock underlying the 
muck; while, under the Broward ad- 
ministration, the esnals were cut to 
grade, including the rock as the 
dredges advanced; leaving a complet- 
ed canal behind the dredges. The con- 
tractor skimimed off the muck with a 
suction dredge, avoided the rock and 
provided practically no drainage in the 
Miami canal; simply a suceession of 
pools separated by transverse rock 
reefs, at a cast far in excess of cost 
when the trustees owned their equip- 
ment and employed their own crews 
and directed the work by their own en- 
gineers and supervisors.

To begin. with, the Everglades proper 
comprises over two m. acres . of 
Tand, not land in the sense the. public 
knows and Understands it, but a new 
kind of lasd, wknown of elsewhere, 
güd nowhere of as great potential rich- 
fess and everlasting content as is this 
great outstretching, almost level prairie | 
of pure peat--brown fibrous peat—as 
designated by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

There are peat beds in Holland, 
Scotland, in Michigan and in numerous 
other place, formed mostly from de- 
caying trees and other vegetable mat- 
ter, but this wonderful Everglade land 
is for the most part made up from one | 
single vegetable plant—sawgrass—just 
as its name implies—both of its edges, 
as well as its back is full of sharp fine | 

“saw teeth,” such as to defy the on- 
slaught, uyprotected of man or beast. 
This sawgrass with its long slender 
blades, grows from two feet to. ten 
feet in height qnd year after year has 
come forth, fresh, only to die down, 
decompose and rot, forming the basis 


seed. of course, ail new land is bet- 
ter for all purposes after a season or 
so of cow peas, soja beans or other 
leguminous crops, as the turning under 
of the residue serves to mix the new 
with the old, forming a balanced mass, 
‘easily to rot and become uniform and 
lasting. 

Many thousands“of acres of this vast 
area has already been sold, mostly in 
5 and 10 acres tracts, none of which, 
roughly speaking is now in cultivation, 
but as soon as such tracts are reached 
with roads and dykes and canals, each 
and every 5 and 10 acre plat is capable 
of sustaining a family, and if wisely 
cultivated and diversified, will yield a 
handsome profit to its owner. .
